a picture of the jailed man, identi- 
fying him as Paul Wright, his 
brother.

Now Cooper's prisoners admits

and deepest diving combat-typo 
submarine. Spokesmen said there

stormy seas and was unable to 
radio. 


On this outside chance the Navy 


threw ships and planes into a con- 
tinuing search. But Ailm. George 
W. Anderson, chief of naval opera- 
tions, said Wednesday night that 
although he was still hopeful, he' 
was "not optimistic." 


If the submarine had plummet- 


ed to 8.400 feet—the depth of the 
Atlantic at the Thresher's last re- 
ported 
position — the submarine 


would have been crushed by the 
massive weight of water. 


Anderson said there would be 


no chance for the crew to survive 
at that depth or to make a rescue. 


There 
was 
no 
indication of 


suspicious ships or submarines in 
the area when the submarine dis- 
appeared, the Navy said. 


The sleek Thresher .was last 


heard from as it plunged in a 
steep test dive which the Penta- 
gon said was to have been "in> 
excess of 400 feet." 


It was. then that the Thresher's 


escort vessel, the submarine res- 
cue ship Skylark, lost contact with 
it and sent out the alarm that 
triggered the sea hunt. 


After hours of fruitless search 


for the'attack submarine, which 
does not carry Polaris missiles, 
the Navy announced bleakly that 
the Thresher was "overdue and 
presumed missing."

Premier Khrushchev this week 


turned down Mao Tze-tung's mid- 
March invitation to Peking and 
instead invited him .to Moscow. 
This is like saying the general 
never goes to see a private. 


But, while Khrushchev also gave 


Mao some advice on first things 
first, it's easy to see why the 
Russian won't let the Chinese sic 
him on the United States. 


Although Russia and Red China 


are neighbors of the Great Eur- 
asian land mass, Russia has all 
the nuclear weapons, China none. 
This makes Russia a potential 
threat to China, even though both 
are Communist. 


It's already been demonstrated 


—in Albania, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
and above all in the Russia'n-

doesn't mean unity. Nationalism, 
running deeper, is the stronger 
force. 


The Russians and Chinese are 


nationalists before they are Com- 
munist. Their mutual communism 
.hasn't replaced their individual 
nationalism. Therefore, the Rus- 
sians have reason to suspect Chi- 
nese intentions, too, 


In any nuclear war 
between 


communism and the United Stdtes, 
Russia and this country, out of 
nuclear necessity, would have to 
concentrate on knocking each oth-

Khrushchev refused to make 


any change in his cold1 war strate- 
gy, which is what irked the Chi- 
nese in the first place. Khrush- 
chev saw no reason to revise his 
"peaceful coexistence" line, 


"Revolutions are quite possible 


without wars," he instructed Mao. 


It's unlikely that any Western 


leader has been ninnyi enough to 
think Khrushchev's "peaceful co- 
existence" means he wants to be 
a good neighbor or even that by 
peace he means an absence of 
war. 


About the only meaning which 


could be placed on his words- 
judging, for instance, from .what's 
been happening in Viet Nam for 
years—is this:

In addition to being the world's 
argest terrestial mammal, ele- 
phants are curious beasts. Intel- 
igent and usually docile, thye are 
quick to learn. Like humans, they 
lave their likes and dislikes. 


In procession and in the circus 


production, they must be carefully 
grouped, for some of the adults 
lislike some of the children and 
.here are also certain 
cliques 


among themselves. 


On tour the big beast travel in 


specially built stock cars, where 
they are kept 
comfortable with 


bales of hay and grain. 


Marching is a' matter of train- 


ing to the big beasts. At winter 
quarters, they take a daily con- 
stiutional to keep them in shape 
and to accustom them to crowds, 
automobiles and traffic noises. 


they're also the hardest work- 


ers on the circus lot, being call- 
ed upbn to push trucks and wa- 
gons into place and to haul vehi- 
cles mired in mud. 


An elephant eats approximately 


100 pounds' of hay per day, from 
18 to 20 pounds of grains and all 
the peanuts he can beg from the 
kiddies. He'll drink up to 25 gal- 
lons of water per day. 


Elephants in parade are always 


made to "tail-up" — curl their 
trunk tips around the tail of the 
elephant immediately ahead. The 
reason for this is that the behe- 
moths 
are inveterate 
souvenir 


snatchers' and if their trunks were 
not occupied they would snatch 
ladiespocket books, hats, canes or 
anything else within reach. 


Cirjciis people call all elephants 


"Bulls" afthpugh 
most of the 


beasts appearing with circuses to- 
day .are" females. Male elephants 
are 
too unpredictable 
for safe 


contact with crowds.

History Will 
Remember 
Churchill

WASHINGTON (AP)—Long af- 


ter Sir Winston Churchill is gone 
men will trudge around his men> 
ory, like scholars around a pyra- 
mid, wondering how he was put 
together. 


The ceremony for him today, 


giving him honorary American 
citizenship at 88, is both n tribute 
to a man and recognition of a 
monument. The man and the 
monument were built out of many 
unhappy experiences. 


Language was his magic ce- 


ment. 


His greatest triumph perhaps 


vas within himself. For 65 years 
ic searched for acceptance, start- 
ng when he was a child. His 
ather had little time for him 
and, apparently, small esteem. 
A'hen he was 21 his father died. 


Churchill regretted it for more 
easons than one. Years later, 
ooking back, he wrote that lie 
had been eagerly awaiting the 
day when his father would accept 
lim as an equal. 


This.quest for acceptance may 


explain much of his life: 
his 


)rassincss, pushincss, endless air- 
ng of opinions, and his compul- 
sion to dominate. They were tools 
ic used to jimmy the door to dis- 
inction. 
They only brought him disre- 


;ard until under pressure of war 
he door opened and he became 


cherished figure of history. His 


'ather would have had to accept 
lim then, but probably with as- 
tonishment. 


This was 
only one side 
of 


Churchill. While he thrilled to con- 
'lict, he loved life. This more 
;han anything, made the contrast 
between him and Hitler look like 
the difference between a wolf and 
a shepherd. 


Konrad Heideiv, a biographer of 


Hitler but not an admirer of his 
sensitivity, said Der Fuehrer was 
a "child of nature quite capable 
of frying a chop over a Stradi- 
various violin." 


Edgar Black, one of Churchill's 


biographers, said he scared his 
African 
guides when he went 


wandering around the Uganda 
lion country with a butterfly net. 
He loved butterflies. 


Hitler 
went 
in 
for 
magic, 


astrology and quack doctors. One 
of his physicians said he aged 
rapidly after the war began. By 
the time Hitler at 56 killed him- 
self in a Berlin bunker in 1945 he 
looked senile. 


Churchill, 
too 
civilized 
for 


quacks or magic, grew heaty on 
war and late hours, and nearing 
69, wanted to take part in the Nor- 
mandy invasion. Only the king 
stopped him. He wasn't easily de- 
terred in any direction. 


He got a brain concussion at 5 


when he fell off a donkey. At 18 
he fell 29 feet into a ravine, rup- 
tured a kidney, was unconscious 
three 
days and in bed three 


months. 


He 
had 
pneumonia 
several 


times, suffered a bunch of broken 
bones when a taxi hit him in 1932 
in New York, and had a hernia 
operation in 1947. A stroke hit him 
in 1950 and another in 1953. He 
broke a hip in 1962. 


When he got pneumonia in 1943, 


one of his doctors told him pneu- 
monia is the "old man's friend" 
because 
it "take them off so 


easily." In his memoirs Churchill 
said "I made a suitable reply." 
He didn't put it in print. 


It was one of the comedies of 


history when Churchill, who tried 
to dominate all conversations, 
complained that Roosevelt tried 
to dominate. 


Roosevelt 
had 
reservations 


about the ideas which bubbled out 
of 
Churchill—he said "Winston 


had a hundred ideas a day and 
about four are good"—but the 
ideas were part of his zeal.

Another' 
biographer, 
Robert 


Lewis Taylor, saw that same zeal 
when Churchill painted: "A gi- 
gantic easel, a light blue smock, 
and a flapping beret the size of 
a small tent.

if you know what I mean." 


Churchill, like his idol, Edward 


Gibbon, had a compassion for tho 
loneliness of nouns and hardly 


ever let thorn go unescorted by 
an adjective. The nouns weren't 
always prime and the adjective! 
weren't always proper. 


The British philosopher, C. E 


M. .load, summed up Churchill in 
a sentence: "When the crisi 
came he turned out to be the av- 
erage Englishman but the av 
crage Englishman raised to the 
enth degree."

Murrow also pointed out that the

of its propaganda effort. He said, 
however, these serve the same 
purpose as propaganda. 


He said the USIA is currently 


fc broadcasting 761 hours a week 


compared to 1205 by the Russians. 


During the Cuban crisis, the 


USIA made a concentrated effort 


' to beam news into Cuba, Murrow 


said. He said the agency utilized 
the Voice of America, two of its 
own small portable transmitters 
and 10 private radio stations to 
broadcast to Cuba.

'** row said the affectiveness 
of 


USIA broadcasts are almost im- 
possible to determine. 


"From talking to refugees, we

America. 


As a result, he said, the addi- 


tion of a new transmitter system 
in Latin America has made the 
U.S. 
the dominant voice in the 


area. 


"We have also stepped up our 


broadcasts to Latin America," he 
said. "Where we only had three 
hours a day in Spanish and none 
in Portugese IVfe years ago, we 
now have nine in Spanish and 
three in Portugese." 


Murrow said he thought this 


country's image had improved 
considerably in Latin America as 
a result of the handling of the 
Cuban situation.

Me- 
Namara decided to cut off the 
Skybolt project because its costs 
were pyramiding, it had run into 
serious technical problems and 
had fallen behind its development 
schedule.
